RATIONS IN SUMMER 


Thousands of hens nre 
practical- 


ly forced to stop laying because of 
the fact that many farmers stop feed- 
Ing mash and Increase the grain feed 
of their flocks. To get the most eggs 
from the Hock, it is just as necessary 
that the hens have dry mash In the 
summer as It is In the winter. 


Laying hens should be forced to eat 


more dry mash than they do grain In 
summer. A good way to do this Is to 
give the hens a supply of mush and 
keep them penned up until ten o'clock 
In the morning without any grain. If 
the hens cannot be confined they can 
still be forced to eat enough mash, 
If grain is fed only at night and the 
dry mash kept before them at all 
times in self-feeders or hoppers. 


One of the main reasons for keep- 


Ing up the feeding of mnsh during the 
summer is to insure the best results 
when the flock is culled in the fall. 
All flocks should be culled sometime 
between the middle of July nnd the 
first of September, but if the hens1 


nre not properly fed during the sum- 
mer they will all stop laying, thereby 
making it impossible to tell the good' 
layers from the poor ones at culling 
time. 
' 


A good dry mash cnn he made from 


1»0 pounds of bran, 150 pounds of 
shorts 100 pounds of cornmeal and 
JOO pounds of tankage containing at/ 
least 60 per cent protein. Some grain' 
should be fed along with this mash | 
Corn alone will do, but if oats or, 
wheat are available it is best to add 
30 pounds of one of these grains to' 
every 70 pounds of corn, to give va-' 
rlety in the ration. Oyster shells or 
ground limestone should be before the 
hens at nil times, ns they need this 
material In making the egg shell.

Doctoring of Chickens 


Not to Be Recommended 


The doctoring of poultry is not to be 


recommended except In cnse of a few 
diseases such as chicken po.t, colds 
and cases of intestinal worms. There 
nre two very good reasons for this 
belief: First, the unit of production 
of the Individual bird Is so small on 
the commercial plant that if a man's 
lime is worth anything it is too valu- 
able to spend treating sick chickens 
individually unless they are show 
specimens of great individual value 
Second, the cured chicken is always 
a menace to the health of the flock 
because its identltj Is likely to be 
pverlooked or forgotten, and'it goes 
Into the breeding pen and may per- 
petuate through the offspring that con- 
stitutional weakness that was one of 
the primnry causes of Its being 111 
The opinion of practically all poultry- 
men who rear large numbers of fowls 
is that in a large proportion of cases 
of disease the birds ought to he 
killed. 
The only treatment recom- 


mended for the poultrymnn is to give 
treatment _when it can be applied to 
a flock conveniently and with reason-

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LESSON NO. 7 


LIGHTING THE BEDROOMS 


There are three or four differ 


«nt purposes for which we ma 
need lighting in a bedroom. A 
time* we need a soft flood of ligh 
all over the room; when dressing 
•we need proper lighting of th 
mirror; a boudoir lamp on a sma 
tab'e near the head of the bod, o 
m bracket lamp on the bed itsei 
serves as a night light; and if th 
room he * large one, there ma 
ba need for a floor lamp beside a 
comfortable chair for reading. 


THE CEILING FIXTURE 


The fixture that is selected fo: 


the center of the ceiling1 shouli 
provide enougn general lighting al 
over the room for ordinary use 
of the room 
To protect the eyes 


It must be shaded in such a way 
that the eyea of a person lying n 
bed cannot be strained by the bull 
•which furnishes the light. If a 
shade is used which is open at the 
iottotn, the opening should be nar- 
row. A total of from 50 to 100 
•watts will give plenty of light in 
this fixture. 


LIGHTING THE MIRROR 


W« see objects by the light that 


falls on them and is reflected to 
the eye. 
Thus, when we look ir 


a mirror, and see a reflection of 
our face, what has happened is 
this: the light falls upon our face 
•which reflects a part of the light 
to the mirror; the mirror, in turn. 
reflects a part of the light back to 
our eye, and we have seen an im- 
age of our own face. 


Now it is easy to understand 


why it is more important to light 
the face itself instead of lighting 
the mirror. To do this, the hulb 
or light source ought to be in front 
of the fsjce. And since the face is 
not a flat iiufac* it can be best 


lighted from two directions, ^o that 
the light from one tide will light 
up the shadows cast from the fea- 
tures of tho face by the light from 
the other cidc. 


The best lighting, then, is fiom 


two bracket fixtures on tho v.alls, 
one tt each si<!e of the mirror. 
These fixtures arc just at the level 
of the eye, and the light from them 
will cause eye-strain unless we are 
careful to have them well shaded 
for protection against glare 
Tho 


bulbs in these bracket fixtures may 
be from 25 to 50 watti. 


In some rooms where thero is 


not enough wall space at each aide 
of the mirror on which to put 
bracket fixtures, -i\e may us,c .1 pair 
of portable candlesticks on tho 
dresser itself, or a special sort of 
bracket which is made to fasten at 
each side of the mirror itself. Or 
we may have a single fixture hung 
from the ceiling over the center 
of the dresser, the bottom of which 
is just above the head of a person 
using the mirror. 


If portable candlesticks are used, 


or if bracket fixtures oro fastened 
to the mirror, we must not forget 
a convenience outlet, -which may 
well be of the double or duplex 
type mounted in the wall 3G inches 
above the floor. Thig also makes 
"t easy to attach a curling iron or 
other appliance 
A convenience 


outlet will also bo needed near the 
lead of the bed for a boudoir lamp 
n which a 25-watt bulb will giva 
plenty of light. 


SERVANTS' ROOMS 


Good lighting: for servants' rooms 


may be provided from a ceiling fix- 
ure in which a 50-watt bulb is 
used with a suitable shade and a 
iracket fixture on the wall with a 
haded 25 or EO-watt bulb. If tho 
oom is very small, the ceiling Az- 
ure may not be needed, and a pair 
f bracket fixtures may be used. 
A small portable table lamp will 
o much to make the room moro 
omfortable, but it is not esaen- 
'al. Whether it is used or not, 
convenience outlet may be need-

The practically total failure of the 


domestic red clover seed ciop threat- 
,ena the accustomed seeding practices 
of New York farmers. According to 
A. L. Bibbing, manager or the seed 
department of the a. L. F. Exchange, 
the visible supplies ol domestic rea 
clover and mammoth clover teed are 
negligible, eveu less than last year 
whea the crop was only 45 per cent 
normal. Mr. Bibbing recently return- 
ed from a three weeks' trip in the 
crowing section of the West. 
The 


shortage is a result 
of 
continued 


rains, which have ruined th« Mam- 
moth Clover crop as well. 


A particularly alarming feature of 


the situation, according to seed spe- 
cialists, is the enormous stocks or 
foreign grown clover seeds now in 
the country. Tests made by plant 
breeders at the State College of Ag- 
riculture, and practical 
results 
se 


cured by farmers show that this for- 
eign grown seed is not adapted to 
New York winters. It Is feared that 
this foreign grown seed will be mix- 
ed with the hardy domestic variety, 
or sold as homegrown seed, with dis- 
astrous effects on the crop 


Farmers are advised by seed spe- 


cialists to change their seeding prac- 
tices next spring so as to eliminate 
or reduce the amounts of red clovei 
seed unless tney arc absolutely sure 
of its source. A constructive result 
of the situation, it Is expected, will be 
be a largely increased acreage of al- 
falfa. Alfalfa seed is now cheaper In 
proportion to red clover seed than 
ever before.

The Unit stage in ihe evolution of 


the new freighter, therefore, was a 
close copy of the original canal boat. 
It was a craft about 75 feet long and 
approximately 22 fee; --.-ide. It was 
towed by a tog. Froii >nr to six of 
these boats could enter i;lock at once. 
The standard Oil Company., of New 
Tork experimented with these .towed 
barges to 1918.1919 and 1020. 


Reaching the conclusion that the 


barge canal wos a feasible method of 
transportation, the company in the win- 
ter of 1920 struck out boldly to de-' 
velop a self-propelled vessU suitable to 
Its needs. That winter It built flve 
Identical boats, namely, tlie Buffalo So- 
cony, the Rochester, the TJtica, the 
Albany and the Syracuse Socony. Each 
was about 150 feet lo:ig, 28 feet beam 
and had a loaded draft of about 9 feet. 
Each had a 300-horse power gasoline 
engine and pumping machinery, also 
driven by gas engines 


The five boats plied the barge canal 


'sttccwfufly during 1921 arid 1922, go- 
ing aot only to Buffalo but through 
'Lake Champlain. 


The Buffalo Socony type marks th* 


second stage In the evolution.' It dem- 
onstrated that the self-propelled craft 
is stperlor to the hauled bnr$e in 
economy, in speed and in dispatch of 
deliveries. 


Because these five boats were a sac* 


cess, the Standard Oil Company of 
New York considered the next step. 
namely, making larger boats. 
In tire 


winter of 1622-23 the company's ma- 
rine architects lengthened the flve 
boats in the Buffalo fleet by Inserting a 
40-foot section amidships, ranking each 
of them 190 feet long. 'This added a 
carrying capacity of 112,000 more gal- 
4ons to each boat. Experience in one 
season proved that It cost no more to 
operate the lengthened boat than it did 
when the craft had its original dimen- 
sions. This demonstrated the feasi- 
bility of using a still larger craft. The 
ypflr of 1923, therefore, marks the third 
jurage in the evolution of the barge 
canal freight carrier. 


Largest Boat Launched in 1923. 


The fourth stage began in .Tune, 1923, 


When the company's largest boat yet 
was launched—the Troy Socony, 245 
feet long. 37-feet 6 inches in the beam 
and "14 feet deep 


Meantime sb'great was the success 


of water transport that a subsidiary of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Tork had been formed, called the 
Standard Transportation company. It 
was the latter company that prepared 
the design for the Troy Socony, which 
was built in the winter of 1022-23 by 
the Sun Shipbuilding company of Ches- 
ter, Pn. 


A year of operation had proved Its 


efficiency, Its owners assort. The boat 
has a carrying capacity of 571,848 gal- 
lons, beside its own fuel, amounting to 
13,386 gallons. The Troy Socony is a 
twin-screw 
Diesel 
propelled 
ship. 


When her 14 tanks are filled, she 
draws 12 feet of water. In this vessel 
the modern motor ship is seen at a 
high state of perfection.

Diesel engines develop about 300- 
horse power each.

spoken in Inland waterway navigation. 
The fifth stage In the evolution of the 
new vessel Is now In process. It will 
result In th« launching this season of 
eight additional vessels of the Troy So- 
cony type, «cept that they will be 
larger. 


Each of these vessels that are now 


buildinp will be 2«0 feet long, 40 feet 
in the beam and 14 feet In depth of 
hold. They can carry 705,000 gallons 
apiece and will have 700-horse power 
In their propelling engines. 


Each step in the evolution has seen 


greater departure from the canal boat 
stjle. 
In this final step the ship- 


builder has broken with "tradition al- 
most entirely 
He has produced a 


vessel not only with a sharp bow and 
a generally smart appearance, but has 
plven to the eight new boats a sheer 
elevating the prow and stern higher 
than the middle of the boat. This 
makes a better looking and more sea- 
worthy vessel. The Standard Trans- 
portation company Is having five of the 
new boats built by the Sun Shipbuild- 
ing company at Chester, Pa, and three 
by the Kew York Shipbuilding cor- 
poration at Cnmden, N. J. 


Large though these eight vessels are, 


they do not measure up to the capacity 
of the barge canal locks, which are 
310 feet long and 44 feet wide. The 
eight newest vessels contain many re- 
finements not found in the. others. 
They have electrical apparatus for 
operating the main cargo pumps, also 
a quarter-ton refrigerating plant. This 
Is the fifth—and for the present final- 
step in the evolution of the type of 
boats best adapted for barge ranfc nav- 
igation. Practically the entire dis- 
tribution of Standard Oil products for 
New Tork state is carried on now by 
water. 


The Standard Oil Company of ?*ew 


York is not the only company that has 
large boats on the barpe canal. There 
are two lines from Duluth with bont^ 
that successfully navigate the Great 
Lakes under their own power and bring 
cargoes from Minnesota to Kew York.

disease which occurs on fruit of un- 
ipraj-ed treet to the extent of from 50 
to 100 per cent. The old "hit-or-ni!s«" 
lyatem of spraying has proved unsuc- 
ceaiful becauN it 1* esaentlal for con- 
trol that the funtfclde be present on 
the fruit at the time of Infection. 


A study of the life hUtory of the 


icab fung.ua conducted several yenrs 
ajo brought dut the fact thnt the win- 
ter Is passed by the disease on. fallen 
leave* beneath the tr<-?, and that re- 
newed activity takes place In the enrly 
spring. 
Before the apple Is In full 


bloom, sn abundance of apores Is pro- 
duced which often brings about rnrly 
Infection. 
The dlsense sets In on the 


young ovnrles of blossoms when the 
latter are In the "pink bud" stuge, and 
the result of this early Infection Is a 
knotty, scabby apple. Early Infections 
»re more Injurious thun the later ones. 
These life history studies have brought 
about the pink bud ttppllcation 
of 


spray, which has proved through field 
practice to be of much value In the 
control of scab. 
The calyx spray, 


coming when the petals are shed. Is 
also of value for scab control ns well 
as Insects. 


Since the spray outfit can he pro- 


cured to fit the sire of the orchard, It 
Is evident that much can be done to- 
ward making the orchard 
profUnblp 


by combating Infectious pests. 
The 


pests other than scab which are tnken 
Into account In the spray schedule 
make it essential that the fruit grower 
icqualnt himself with local enemies 
with which lie has to deal.—0.
